EIGHTEEN VESSELS SUNK. 


London. England, June 6.—The 


weekly report of the British ad- 
miralty concerning British shipping 
losses by mines or submarines says 
that 15 vessels of 1,600 tons or over 
and three vessels of 1,600 tons and 
live fishing vessels were sunk last 
week.

German submarines have met with

American naval gunners, after a. long 
duel, in which the submarine fired 35 
shots and the American vessel 25. 
The last shot of the American crew is 
believed to have reached its mark, as 
the submarine rose out of the water 
and then disappeared. 


The French steamer Oroneque also

which was trying to approach her in 
a heavy sea. Four shots from the 
steamer sent the U-boat scurrying be- 
neath the waves.

DEFER TAKING ACTION 


ON TAX BILL A WEEK 


REVISION WILL NOT BE READY 


FOR ANY EARLIER DATE 


"Washington, D. C., June 6.—Consid- 


eration of the redrafted war tax bill 
will not begin in the senate until next 
week. 
After nearly two weeks spent 


in revising the house bill downward, 
the Senate's finance committee today 
abandoned its plan to have the measure 
ready Friday. Instead, chairman Sim- 
mons said the committee 
hopes 
to 


complete its revision Saturday. Print- 
ing and preparation of the report will 
take several days. 


Decisions on 
important taxation 


questions still pending were deferred 
today, details and minor

Plant For* Hanging B»mk«t. 


Indoor gardeners will be interested 


in watching- tills plant grow. 
It fol- 


lows tbe plan of the strawberry in 
sending out runners and starting new 
growths nt tbe end or the stem. 
The 


strawberry, however, has the earth to 
establish its new growths. 
This in- 


door plant sends out the runners grop- 
ing for earth where there is none. It's 
called the saxifrage. 


It is n favorite plant for hanging bas- 


kets. A small tuft of leaves develops 
at tbe end of each vine. 
From this 


tuft other runners are sent out. and 
these in turn develop more tufts. 
By 


this method the saxifrage keeps on ex- 
panding until tbo basket is covered 
with a network of vines and a blanket 
of leaves. 


The leaves, shaped like those of the 


geranium, are a reddish olive color, 
veined in white. It requires ordinary 
soli and a moderate amount of water 
and sbade.-'I'hiladelphla North Amer- 
ican.

With nearly «vary director present, 


the Chamber of Commerce last even- 
ing, after a prolonged discussion of 
the question of train service on the 
£>. & H., decided not to abandon the 
effort to secure 
if 
possible a. train 


schedule that will afford the- best pos- 
sible service for the 
city consistent 


with the policy of retrenchment that 
the company feels incumbent upon it 
to adopt. 
The attitude of the direc- 


tors is one of co-operation and help- 
fulness to the company and co-opera- 
tion in efforts to handle all the freight 
offered and thus to serve the needs ot" 
the country in this trying time. 


The directors are disposed to co-op- 


erate with the company in the matter 
of reduction of train service, but wish 
to secure all possible consideration of 
the need for this early morning out- 
going: train to Albany and the late 
night train from Albany to Oneonta. 
The resolution passed after the fullest 
consideration directs the committee to 
ask for a hearing with General Man- 
ager Loree to the

some 


schedule may be adopted that will per-

city. 


The resolution further instructs the

Mrs. Alva Seybolt Talk* to 


Club aud Tells Members That Tb«re 
Shouiu jbe a Bond Between the Child 
and the JUoiue That Will Make for 
Loyalty — Sons 
and 
Daughters 


Should Be Trained to Become Home 
Makers nnd Partners 
In 
Married 


Life. 
"If a child is taught that there is a 


bond between himself and his own 
family, and that this bond Implies 
both love and service, I believe he 
will love, and be loyal to his" home," 
declared Mrs. Alva Seyboit at a meet- 
ing of the Mothers' club held at the 
First Baptist church yesterday after- 
noon that was attended by 7S women.

be law abiding. 
The community Is 


dependent upon the quality of 
the 


mother and the spirit and influence of 
the home." 


Mrs. Seyboit then stated that it is 


her belief that there should be rules 
and regulations in the home. 
"Xot 


stringent rules that one cannot live 
up to," she said, "but rules and regu- 
lations that will teach the children to 
form 
regular 
habit-?. 
Such 
rules 


should be taught early. 


"A mother should train whatever 


talent her child may 
possess. 
She 


should help and do all she can to de- 
velop this talent. 


"We must train our daughters to be 


home makers. Let us not forget the 
elementary training while 
we 
are 


teaching the finer graces of social life. 
We must train our daughters to be 
a partner with her husband, and we 
must train our sons to be a partner 
with his wife. 


"We must educate 
our 'children, 


train them mentally, morally, physi- 
cally and religiously. We must build 
our homes upon a firm foundation^ of 
love 
and 
common sense. 
Parents 


should unite their children In as close 
a. family bond as possible. If a child 
is taught that there is a bond between 
himself and his own family, and that 
this bond implies both love and ser- 
vice, I believe he will love and be loyal 
to his home."

Battle Fury Grows—Advance on Front 
of Twenty Mile*. 


"Tbe Italian offensive on the Julian 


front has been a notable one. Wnlle 
not as vigorous a movemeat as that 
which finally resulted In the fall of 
Gorizia last year, the Austrian official 
statements have not hesitated to an- 
nounce that at some periods the light- 
ing has been the flert-est thej- have had 
to do on the Italian front." 


This statement was made by a mil- 


itary expert who Is following closely 
developments on all the European bat- 
tle fronts. 


"It Is doubtful that General Cador- 


na will reach Trieste, one of the great 
Italian objectives," he continued. -The 
Hermada ridge presents a most for- 
midable barrier, and the Austrian re- 
sistance is certain to increase as the 
Italians attempt to push farther along 
the coast. At present the Italians are 
less than a mile from Dulno, their Im- 
mediate objective, on the gulf of 
Trieste. 


Must Fight Every Inch. 


"TVhlle the terrain, between their 


advanced lines and Dulno 1? not espe- 
cially difficult, they will have to bat- 
tle for every Inch of ground. The 
most difficult flghttaR of all will come 
after Duino Is passed, when the Ital- 
ians will have somewhat more than 
ten mile's of difficult terrain between 
them and their goal. 


"The Italian advance has been on a 


front of about twenty miles, or from 
a point north of Gorlzla to the Adri- 
atic shore. It started eighteen days 
ago and gradually grew In strength. 
The principal attack at the outset was 
north of Gorlzia. The Austrian com- 
mander apparently concluded this was 
to be the principal line of attack. 


"While the battle TVBS at its height 


In this region a crossing of the Isonzo 
was effected at a point much nearer 
the coast, and a new Italian army 
poured through the Austrian lines. 
The latter were taken by surprise. 
This, however, Is no excuse, since the 
Austrlans have known" at all times 
that Trieste is one of the pi-luuipal 
objectives of Italy. 


"Tbe gain In territory has not been 


great, but even tha* is considerable. 
The fact that the Austrian lines have 
been smashed and the armies of Em- 
peror Charles forced back for miles 
along the coast has served not only to 
hearten the Italian forces, but the al- 
lies In general. 


"The capture of nearly 24,000 Aus- 


trian troops In a little more than two 
weeks Is no small accomplishment and 
must have had a chilling effect on 
Vienna. 
Austria's counter claim to 


having captured 14,000 unwoundcJ 
Italians serves to offset the Rome 
claim, but the followers of King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel have every reason for 
rejoicing. 


Italian Progrc** Remarkable. 


"The most spectacular captures of 


the forward movement, of course, were 
the taking of Monte Cucco and the ap- 
proaches to Jlonte Santo, which re- 
quired a long nnd terrible fight. It 
became most intense on the Vodice and 
on the hills approaching Monte Santo. 


'When the natural difficulties the 


Italians bare to face on this front are 
taken into consideration their progress 
appears remarkable. The Isonzo river 
Is broad and swift In only one place 
Is it fordable. 
Here the mountains 


fairly bristle with Austrian guns. Yet 
the Italians crossed the river, protect- 
ed their advancing Infantry, consoli- 
dated their captured territory and in- 
trenched, all under a heavy concentrat- 
ed flro by the pnomy, whose forces con- 
ducted n determined counterattack. 


'The line north of Gorizia has not 


advanced fur, the prinHpnl advance 
having been toward the south and 
east along the coast. Heary British 
guns and British gunners played an 
Important part in the Initial stages of 
the drive, hammering the Austrian po- 
sitions to pieces. Veterans of the Dar- 
danelles campaign arrived in the gnlf 
of Trieste in small monitors nnd ren- 
dered valuable assistance to the Innrt 
forces by pound!"? the Austrian left 
flank. 


"While the capture of Trieste would 


have a greater mornl effect than mili- 
tary value, since It would mark the 
realization of an Italian dream of fifty 
years, from a military standpoint it 
would be a real accomplishment. Itnly 
wants the entire eastern shore of the 
Adriatic freed from Austrian control 
and the Austrians driven o>er the 
mountain ridge. With Trieste In Ital- 
ian hands It is easily conceivable that 
Austria would be forced to abandon 
the entire Istrlnn peninsula, marking 
an even greater victory for General 
Cndorna."

flask shaped pockets Imbedded in the 
spin oC the surface of the tongue nnd 
in the upper part of the throat. Each 
of these bulbs has n fibril of a nerve 
connecting it -with the larger nerves of 
its region. Anything to be tasted must 
be in a dissolved or gaseous condition 
so ns to reach the interior of the bulbs, 
and differences in taste depend upon 
the varying intensity with which, tho 
impression is transmitted through the 
nerves. It is not surprising, then, that 
taste is much Influenced by tempera- 
ture and may temporarily be stopped 
altogether by extreme heat or cold. 
The gens* of taste is. It appears, 
strongest at n temperature between 50 
and CO degrees F.

Method by Wm>.n • M»to/-i»t C»n Get 


the Best Tir» Service. 


"Perhaps the greatest and most Im- 


portant thing a motorist should know 
about a oar is Its weight with the aver- 
age load carried," says an expert. "By 
knowing the weight of his car when 
loaded ready to run the motorist is In 
a position to regulate his tires so that 
they not only act as the best shock 
absorber obtainable, but are fit to off- 
set any injuries which may come from 
over or under inflation. 


"With the weight oJC the car known 


when preparing for a trip which in- 
cludes passengers it is very easy for 
the motorist to regulate his air pres- 
sure in the tires so that they will run 
with the least injury to themselves. 
This foresight will also prevent a 
break in the side walls caused by an 
overload. 


"With the weight of your car, plus 


the weight oC gasoline, water and 
extra tires, with the weight of the 
passengers added, you have the total 
tunning weight of your car. 


"For a quick way of determining 


what air pressure you will carry in 
your tires if you have no regular table 
of inflation the following table is sug- 
gested: 


"For 
three-inch tires divide the 


weight of the load by thirty-two. 


"For three and one-half-inch tires di- 


vide the weight by forty. 


"For 
four-inch tires divide the 


weight of the load by forty-eight. 


"For four and one-half-inch tires di- 


vide the weight of the load by fifty-six, 


"For five-inch tires tires divide the 


weight of the load by sixty-four. 


"For five and one-half-inch tires di- 


vide the weight of tbe load by seventy- 
two. 


"To further illustrate the working 


out of the above table suppose your 
car weighed 2.8SO pounds and you are 
using four-inch tires. From the above 
we find that for four-inch tires the 
weight of the load should be divided 
by forty-eight. This will give you 
sixty pounds air pressure, 
which 


should be carried in your tires. The 
lire mileage will be greatly increased 
if the motorist will regulate his air 
pressure by the load be carries."—New 
1'ork Sun. 


Origin of "Miiiiuippi." 


"The original spelling of Mississippi," 


says the Magazine of American His- 
tory, "and the nearest approach to the 
Algonquin words 'the father of waters' 
is 'Meche Sepe,' a spelling still com- 
monly used by tho Ixmlsiana Creoles. 
Tonto suggested Miche Sepe, which Is 
somewhat nearer the present spelling. 
Father Laval etlll further modernized 
it into Michlspi, which, another father, 
Labatt, softened into Mlsislpi. The 
only changes since have been to over- 
load the word with consonants. Mar- 
quette added the first and some other 
explorer the second e, making it Mls- 
sissipi, and so it remains in France to 
this day, with only one p. The man 
who added tho other has never been 
discovered, but he must have been an 
American, for at the time of the Loui- 
siana purchase the name was generally 
spelled in the colony with a single p.'1
